DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect 
a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, Claim(s) 2-3, 21-24, drawn to an image forming system as generally set forth in 
Claim 1 , wherein the focal length varying means comprises means for moving one or 
more optical elements, into and out of the optical path. 

Group II, Claim(s) 4-6, 25-27, drawn to an image forming system as generally set forth in 
Claim 1 , wherein the focal length varying means comprises an electro-optical element. 

Claim 1 links Groups 1 and II. Claims 14-20 will be examined along with the elected 
invention only if one of Groups 1 or II is elected. The features of Claim 1 , which are 
shown either singly or in combination in U.S. Patent Nos. 5818634, 5539554; U.S. Patent 
Application Publication US 2002/01 13912; EP 770896 Al; and WO 0007066 Al, lack 
novelty or an inventive step and do not contribute over the prior art. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

For each of Groups 1 and II, each of the listed groups has special technical features not 
required for the other groups.
